COMPANY MEETING. 





THE LONDON ASSURANCE, 





| Annual General Court of the London Assurance 
yas held on 30th April, at 1, King William Street, E.C., Mr. 
(olin F. Campbell (the Governor) presiding. 

The Secretary (Mr. 8S. I. E. Crouch) having read the notice 
envening the meeting and the report of the Auditors, 

The CHAIRMAN, in moving the adoption of the report and 
ysounts, said that the Life Assurance Department of their 
business had again had a satisfactory year, and the fund had 
heen increased by £278,000, and now stood at £3,659,000. The 
inrease in the fund during the past three years had amounted 
over £700,000. ‘lhe net new life business showed a consider- 
sble advance on the figures of 1922 and the mortality had 
also been favourable. They had now had three favourable 
years in the present quinquennium, and they hoped that the 
next two would not.in any way spoil the present satisfactory 
outlook. ‘The fire account showed a distinct improvement. The 
net premium income now exceeded £1,600,000, and the profit on 
the account was considerably higher than had been experienced 
a year ago. They had been able to add £100,000 to the fire 
fand, which now stood at £1,400,000, included in which was 
an additional reserve of £759,000, after setting aside 40 per 
cant. of the premium income for unexpired risks. The sum 
of £89,700 had been transferred from that account to profit 
and loss account. They had taken an important step at the 
end of the last year in the establishment of an American com- 

—the Manhattan Fire and Marine Insurance Company, 
with a share capital of 400,000 dollars and a surplus of 600,000 
dols. Most British companies operating in the United States 
had found it desirable to organise an American subsidiary, and 
they had felt the time had come for the London Assurance to 
take a similar step. 

The Marine Account was once again an exceedingly good one, 
and was even better than that of 1922. As a result, they had 
again added £50,000 to the Marine Fund, bringing it up to 
£900,000, and had transferred £160,700 to Profit and Loss 
Account. During the summer they had entered into an arrange- 
ment with the Automobile Insurance Company, of Hartford, 
Connecticut, an American company of high repute, to represent 
them and to underwrite for them in the London market. 

There was a considerable increase in the premium income 
of the General Accident Insurance Account. They were quite 
satisfied with the steady progress being made in that depart- 
ment, and the funds were being steadily built up. 

In the Profit and Loss Account interest and dividends 
teceived had amounted to £130,000, or about £17,000 in excess 
of the sum received last year. The transfers from the different 
accounts, with the balance brought in, brought the total up to 
£662,700. When considering the amount of interest and divi- 
dend received in relation to the sum paid to the shareholders 
in dividends, shareholders would bear in mind the substantial 
sums received from interest and dividends which appeared at 
credit of the Fire, Marine, and Accident Accounts, in addition 
to the £130,000 shown in the Profit and Loss Account. On the 
other side of the Profit and Loss Account the principal items 
were the amounts paid in dividends, totalling £202,000, and the 
transfers of £25,000 to Contingencies Account, £50,000 to 
General Reserve, and £25,000 to Premises. This year they had 
thought it necessary to provide £70,000 for Income Tax and 
Corporation Profits Tax, leaving in the account the slightly 
increased balance of £251,300. The Directors again proposed 
to increase the dividend, and in so doing to alter the method 
of distribution. 

Hitherto their dividends had been paid free of tax, but the 
Directors proposed in future to declare the dividend gross. 
They recommended, therefore, that the dividend in respect of 
the year 1923 should be 10s. 6d. per share, less tax, which 
represented an increase net of 24 per cent., while Income 
Tax remained at 4s. 6d. in the £, or, in other words, a return 
of 42 per cent. gross. In making that change they thought they 
were conforming to what was becoming the more usual practice, 
as the shareholders were better able to realise exactly what the 
Income Tax deducted from the dividend amounted to. Never- 
theless, they would not have made the change now had they not 

én in a position at the same time to increase the amount of 
the dividend, so that the net result to the shareholders would 
be distinctly more than a year ago. 

From the balance sheet it would be noticed that the total 
funds now exceeded 10 millions. The investments were worth 
substantially more than the figures at which they appeared in 

the balance sheet, and the Contingencies Account was, therefore, 
an entirely free reserve. He sometimes heard it said that the 

ondon Assurance, with its record of over 200 years, was rather 
eld-fashioned, but he could not resist pointing out that the 
otal assets, which were now 10 millions, were in 1914 only five 
millions, and that increase had been secured by a steady growth 
ef business, and not by a series of amalgamations. _ 

he Report and Accounts were unanimously adopted.

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DUTCH MOTOR TRADE. 


The Commercial Secretary at The Hague reports 
that during last year 5,554 motor-cars, valued at 
13°41 millon florins, were imported into the 
country, as against 3,086 cars, valued at 9°06 
million florins in 1922. More than one-half of these 
cars came from Belgium (2,234, valued at 3°93 
million fl.) and the United States (1,553, valued at 
4,214 million f1.). The share of the United 
Kingdom amounted to 349 cars, valued at 1,016 
million fl. 

As regards chassis, there is also a slight inerease 
of total imports, and Belgium again provided the 
largest number. 

Imports of British motor-cycles improved, but 
American models are still the more popular. Im- 
ports of ordinary cycles showed a decrease of 40,000. 


PROPOSED CHAMBER OF MARITIME 
COMMERCE AT SUSAK. 


A deputation from Susak, consisting of the 
Mayor and representatives of the local Merchants’ 
Association, recently visited Belgrade, where they 
were received by the Minister of Communications 
and Acting Minister of Commerce and Industry. 
The object of the deputation was to obtain Minis- 
terial sanction for the establishment of a Chamber 
of Maritime Commerce at Susak, as a branch of-the 
Chamber of Commerce of Zagreb. 

The delegation stated that the present time 
seemed inopportune for the establishment of an 
independent Chamber at Susak, as there was still 
a Chamber of Shipping at Senj (Zengg). It was 
also stated that a project for the removal of the 
Sen} (Zengg) Chamber to Susak was being strongly 
opposed by the inhabitants of Senj (Zengg). The 
question has not yet been decided, as it appears 
that there is opposition to the proposal put forward 
by the delegation from other sections of the business 
community, who desire to have an independent 
Chamber of Commerce and Shipping at Susak; and 
it-is-said that this last proposal is likely to receive 
(Jovernment approval. 


JAPANESE EARTHQUAKE: QUESTIONS OF 
RECONSTRUCTION. 

Information has been received from H.M. 
Ambassador at Tokio to the effect that the Capital 
Reconstruction Board, established on 27th Sep- 
tember, 1923, to deal with questions of reconstruc- 
tion arising out of the earthquake of 1st September 
last, was abolished as from 25th February, 1924. 
Its funetions have been transferred to a Reconstruc- 
tion Bureau, under the authority of the Minister 
for Home Affairs. 

The ‘‘ Deliberation Committee,’’ an advisory 
body composed of Cabinet Ministers, Privy: Coun- 
cillors, political leaders, and business men, which 
came into being at the same time as the Recon- 
struction Board, was abolished as from the same 
date. : 

The change follows from the reduction in seale 
of the reconstruction programme, some details of 
which were published in the ‘‘ Journal ’’ of 27th 
March (page 384). | 


TRADE CONDITIONS IN HAYTI. 


The British Vice-Consul at Port au Prince reports 
that, although the business situation Is now some- 
what easier, trade is still bad. Definite ficures are 
not yet available, but it is understood that the 
coffee crop is below the average, and has resulted 
in: a considerable loss of revenue for the Govern- 
ment. Owing to the inducement of high prices, 
there has been, however, a larger production of 
cotton, and it is considered that this will counter- 
balance the loss in purchasing power due-to the 
small coffee crop.

THE BUDGET, 1924-25. 





SUMMARY OF PROVISIONS. 


The Budget of Great Britain for 1924-25 was 
introduced into the House of Commons on Tuesday 
by Mr. Snowden, Chancellor of the Exchequer. 
The total revenue for 1923-24 was £922,556,000, 
and the expenditure £788,840,000. The issues out 
of revenue for the redemption of debt amounted to 
£88, 329,000. Mr. Snowden estimated the reduction 
of internal debt since December, 1919, at nearly 
400 millions, and the total debt reduction, external 
and internal, since the same date, at over 650 
millions. The annual interest charges on the debt 
have thereby been reduced by 40 millions.

The imports of manufactured silk goods amounted to 
1,801 tons, of which more than half came from France, 
944 tons; the share of Germany amounting to 577 tons 
—l.e., from countries which, like Germany, either 
prohibit the importation of silk wares, or, like France, 
as a consequence of protective tariffs and depreciated 
exchange, do not offer any market possibilities for Swiss 
products. Although the value of these imports was inferior 
to that of Swiss silk exports, most of the goods being 
of a cheaper quality, and, moreover, under-priced, there 
was a certain quantity of high-priced articles from Lyons. 


Sirk RIpBons. 


There was also a slight increase with regard to imports 
of silk ribbons, which rose from 2:6 million frs. to 2:8 
million frs. (3,490 tons, as against 3,250 tons in 1922). 
These imports were supplied by Germany to the value of 
1:7 million frs., while France furnished imports to the 
value of 1-1 million frs. Practically no silk ribbons were 
purchased by Germany from Switzerland, and only one 
million frs.’ worth were exported to France. 


ARTIFICIAL SILK. 


With regard to imports of artificial silk, Italy provided 
the cheapest goods, whilst high-priced qualities were 
obtained from the United Kingdom.

The totals of exports of Swiss all-silk and _ half-silk 
manufactures for the last few years, as compared with

From the above table it will be seen that exports for 
1923 have increased, in comparison with 1922, by 14 per 
cent. in weight and by 9 per cent. in value, and have 
attained approximately 90 per cent. of the 1913 figures. 
As a matter of fact, these favourable figures are somewhat 
illusory, for, if one takes into consideration the fact that 
modern means of production are capable of turning out 
a much larger output than was the case ten years ago, 
the decrease in the working activities of the Swiss silk 
industry may be estimated at approximately 30 per cent. 
It is noteworthy that the statistical mean value of the 
goods has decreased to below 100 frs. per kilog. Export 
figures for the four quarters of 1923 show a gradual fall 
in prices, from 100-98 frs. in the first to 93 frs. per kilog. 
in the last quarter of 1923. This fall is attributed to the 
competitive price of artificial silk. 


MARKETS FOR S1L~K Goops. 


There has been but little change with regard to the best 
markets for Swiss silk goods; the United Kingdom con- 
sumed more than half of the total exports and purchased 
goods to the value of 107 million frs. The United Kingdom 
was also the best customer for all-silk fabrics, with pur- 
chases valued at 29-1 million frs. out of a total of 52-1 
million frs. Canada followed with 27 million frs., and 
Australia came third with 7 million frs. Vienna proved 
a good customer and middleman with 6 million frs., 
whereas the fact that France’s purchases only attained 
a value of 6 million frs. proved somewhat discouraging. 


S1tK HANDKERCHIEFS AND SCARVES. 


There was a slight increase in exports of silk hand- 
kerchiefs, scarves, and ‘‘ cahe-nez’’ (1,300 tons, to the 
value of 1:1 million frs.), whilst exports of bolting-cloth 
were practically identical with those for the preceding 
year (2,810 tons, valued at 9°8 million frs.). The chief 
customers for this article were the United States, Germany, 
and the United Kingdom. 


Auu-SrtK AND Hatr-S1rix RIBBONS. 


Exports of all-silk and half-silk ribbons were unsatis- 
factory, as it proved impossible to maintain the improve- 
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ment achieved in 1922. There was also a noteworthy drop, 
in the mean value per kilog., as will be ‘seen from the 
following comparative table :—

Markets For SitkK RIBBON. 


The United Kingdém, her Dominions and Colonies were 
once again Switzerland’s best customers for silk ribbons. 
The United Kingdom alone consumed more than 29 million 
frs.’ worth of silk ribbons. It would: appear that Switzer- 
land was able to cover more than one-half of the United 
Kingdom’s requirements in this product. Canada and 
Australia were responstble for the purchase of this com- 
modity to -the value of 7:2 million frs. Exports to 
Argentina, Belgium, France, the United States, and Spain 
were insignificant. 

Sirx TaReap. 


Exports of silk thread for sewing and embroidery main- 
tained their 1922level; Germany was again the chief 
customer for the raw product, whilst the-United Kingdom 
imported sewing silks for retail sale. 


EXPORT OF SOHAPPE., 


There was a satisfactory increase inexports of schappe, 
the chief purchasers being the United States, Germany, 
and France.

SWEDISH TRADE IN MARCH QUARTER. 


The Consul-General for Sweden in London states 
that the quarter ended with Mareh brought few 
changes in industrial and commercial conditions in 
Sweden. Production and employment, on the 
whole, remained at a fairly satisfactory level. Re- 
purchases from abroad of Swedish. Government 
stock continued, and only a very small portion of 
these bonds is now in: foreign hands. 


The re-appearance of Russia as an exporter of 
timber goods reacted to some extent on Swedish 
timber sales. In January the Russians, chiefly 
Government Trusts, were, owing to the existing 


/ currency values, able to. offer tentative quotations 


for the new season, and considerable quantities of 
Russian timber were subsequently sold to Great 
Britain. The effect of Russian: and also- Finnish 
competition was felt: less, however, in February 
and March—Swedish sales, principally to Great 
Britain and France, during these months, were 
considerable, and satisfactory prices. were obtained. 
Swedish imports of raw materials have lately 
Increased, and this may be taken as a sign that 


confidence in the future is returning in manu- 
facturing circles.

UNITED STATES WHOLESALE PRICE 
INDEX. 


The index number of wholesale prices in the 
United States, compiled by the Federal Reserve 
Board for the purpose of international comparisons, 
fell 3 points in March to 160. The number had 
remained at 163 from October last to February; in 
March, 1923, it was 169.

to the ultimate purchasers’ requirements, Quality, 
however, remains the key-note,of the Fair, through- 
out, as in every one of its nine predecessors. 

Exhibitors, too, appear to have depended more 
this year than in some upon standard productions 
rather than novelty goods, although: there is no 
lack of the latter to attract the seeker after the 
new and to encourage him to expand .his trade in 
his own markets. 

The London Section of the, British, Industries 
Fair remains open until Friday, 9th.May, and will 
be followed by the Birmingham Seetion; whieh will 
open on Monday, 12th May, and close on, Friday, 
23rd May.

VARIATIONS IN Exports. 





As regards exports of Indian merchandise, food, drink 
and tobacco, as compared with February, 1923, decreased 
by Rs. 5 lakhs to Rs. 5,80 lakhs, due to a shrinkage of 
Rs. 29 lakhs in the exports of tea, which was partly set 
off by an increase of Rs. 20 lakhs in food grains. Raw 
materials and produce exported rose by Rs. 4,13 lakhs to 
Rs. 23,49 lakhs. Under this group raw cotton showed an 
expansion of Rs. 4,47 lakhs, and raw jute a rise of Rs. 32 
lakhs, while lac and oil seeds decreased by Rs. 73 and 
Rs. 25 lakhs respectively. Of the total shipment of 96,400 
tons of raw cotton, Japan took 48,200 tons, or 50 per 
cent., Italy 16,100 tons, or 17 per cent., the United 
Kingdom 9,200 tons, Germany 6,400 tons, and Belgium 
5,500 tons. Exports of raw jute increased from 36,200 
tons, valued at Rs. 1,57 lakhs, to 60,200 tons, valued at 
Rs. 1,89 lakhs. Manufactured goods rose by Rs. 3 lakhs 
to Rs. 5,29 lakhs. Exports of cotton piece-goods showed 
a decrease of over 3} million yards in quantity and Rs. 14 
lakhs in value, due to reduced demands from Mesopotamia, 
Persia, and Kenya Colony. The shipments of gunny bags 
increased in number from 25 millions to 41 millions, and 
from Ks. 115 to Rs. 165 lakhs in value, as compared with 
February, 1923. The yardage of gunny cloth exported 
also rose from 83 millions to 106 millions, but the value 
increased by only Rs. 3 lakhs to Rs. 1,80 lakhs. The 
United States, as usual, took most of the cloth exported, 
and was followed by the United Kingdom, Canada, and 
Australia. 

TRADE WITH ForeEIGN CouUNTRIEs. 


The share of the United Kingdom in imports rose from 
58°3 per cent. in February, 1923, to 58:8 per cent. in the 
month under survey, but her share in exports fell from 
21:3 to 19°4 per cent. The proportions of trade done by 
Germany, Japan, and the United States in February, 1924, 
were respectively 5°5, 4:9, and 5:5 per cent. under imports 
and 8:5, 22:7, and 8-4 per cent. under exports. 


MoveEMENT OF SHIPPING. 


The tonnage of vessels entered into British India and 
cleared outwards with cargoes from and to foreign 
countries and British Possessions during February 
amounted respectively to 594,000 and 719,000, as against 
577,000 and 653,000 in January, 1924, and 494,000 and 
607,000 a year ago. The tonnage entered into and cleared 
from British India during the eleven months ended 
February, 1924, was 6,138,000 and 7,163,000 respectively, 
as compared with 5,981,000 and 6,661,000 in the corre- 
sponding month of last year.

THE FUR PRODUCING INDUSTRY. 
(From the High Commissioner for Canada in London.) 


According to a preliminaty report of the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics on the production of raw furs in 
Canada ‘duritig ‘the season 1922-23, it appears that the 
total value of the season’s fur yield was 16,761,567 dols. 
This amount represents the value of’ the 4,963,996 pelts of 
fur-bearing animals taken in Canada‘ during the season, 
comprising pelts of animals taken by trappers @ad pelts 
of ranchbred animals, the value of the latter constituting 
approximately 3} per cent. of the'tetal value. Compared 
with the: previous season, an’ increase of 597,206 is shown 
in the number of pelts and a decrease of 677,300 dols. in 
the total value. 

As in the previous season, muskrat is first on the list 
in order of value. ‘The total number of muskrat pelts 
shown for the season 1922-23 is 3,846,161, and the total 
value is 5,077,886 dols. ‘White fox has displaced beaver, 
and is second on the list, with a total value of 3,015,348 
dols.; followed by beaver, with 2,461,667 dols.; mink, with 
1,371,411 dols.; marten, with 1,045,810 dols.; and silver 
fox, with 774,848 dols. The combined values for the pelts 
of these six kinds of fur-bearing animals amounted to 
13,746,470 dols., or 82 per cent. of the total value of the 
fur produetion of Canada. Average prices for tke principal 
kinds of pelts for the season 1922-28 were generally lower 
than for the previous season, the exceptions’ being marten, 
red fox, and ermine,’ prices for which were higher. 


Cu1eEF Propuctne PROVINCES. 


Of the provinces, Ontario ranks first in value of raw 
fur production, with a total of 3,616,692 dols.; followed by 
Quebec, with 3,049,656 dols.; Saskatchewan, with 2,242,937 
dols. ; and’! the North-West Territories, with 2,171,424 dols. 
Alberta, Manitoba, and British Columbia had each a 
produetion valued at over a million dollars, and the 
Yuken Territory a production valued at 199,522 dols. The 
combined values:for Prince Edward Island, Nova Scotia, 
and New Brunswick amounted to 738,816 dols., the 
principal item for each of these provinces: being the pelt 
of the ranch-bred silver fox. Until a few years ago Prince 
Edward Island was the only province in which fox farming 
had been developed to any extent, but within the last 
few years fox farms have been established in every 
province of the Dominion, and the latest statistics avail- 
able show that in 1922.there were 977. fox-farms, of which 
less than half were situated in Prince Edward Island. 





SOUTH AFRICA, 





OUTLOOK FOR TRADE AND INDUSTRY. 

The tone of business generally throughout the Union is, 
on the whole, showing signs of improvement, states the 
Standard Bank of South Africa in its monthly review 
of business conditions. 

Following the slump in 1920, the country passed through 
a difficult and: anxious period, but for some time past the 
trend has been upwards. During 1921, in which year the 
price level was still comparatively high, Union imports 
amounted to £58,201,337, compared with £51,557,371 in 
1922 and £57,836,761 in 1923; the export figures were 
£62;381,209, £60,333,755, and £76,329,575 for the same 
years’ respectively. 

If detailed comparisons are made of exports in 1921, 
1922, and 1923, it is found that the figures for gold were 
£54,453,586, £29,313,278, and £38,990,589; for hides and 


skins, £1,2927,326, £1,953,355, and £2,485,906; maize, 
£2,205,769, £1,426,376, and £3,084,334; diamonds, 
£1,355,487, ~£4,386,554, and £7,207,087; and _ wool, 
£8;236,835, £11,000,942, and £12,388,186 respectively. 


There were also satisfactory increases in asbestos and 
cotton, and it will be seen that the value of exports, while 
showing considerable variations, tended towards higher 
figures.

For all facilitig 
so extended each member of a rural credit society will be 
jointly and severally liable. An objectionable feature of 
the Bill, and one seriously detrimental to the interests ¢ 
other creditors, is that the credit society will have 
preferent lien—and that without registration or notifica 
tion—on all crops, stock, or other assets produced o 
acquired out of the proceeds of the loan. Where assets 
are seized and. sold under this provision there are bound 
to be disputes and complications with other creditors, wh 
will be sufferers, 


GENERAL INDUSTRIAL PROSPECTS. 


The building and allied trades continue active in mos 
of the chief towns of the Union. Plans for new building 
and improvements passed by the Cape Town City Engineer: 
Department during the month of February again exceedel 
£100,000 in value. Furniture and boot and shoe man 
facturers are being kept busy. The motor trade is activ 
—especially as regards-the sale of new cars and spare part 
—but for general hardware and engineering supplies ther 
is only a fair enquiry; trade in soft goods is reported to kk 
fairly steady. The mining situation continues quit 
satisfactory.

TRADE WITH GERMANY IN 1923.

The import and*export trade of Finland with Germany 
dating 1923 amounted in value to 1;834-3° million Finnish 
marks, as against 1,704-5 million F. mks. in 1922. Imports 
from Germany amounted to approximately 34 per cent.

FOREIGN TRADE IN MARCH QUARTER. 


(From H.M. Ambassador.) 
PaRis. 
Statistics of French foreign trade, published by the 
Customs Department, show that during the first three 
months of 1924 the value of imports amounted to 10,224 
million francs, as against 6,955 million frs. in the‘ corre- 


' sponding period of 1923, an increase of over 3,200 million 


frs., and that of exports to 10,973 million frs., as against 
6,561 million frs., an increase of 4,400 million frs. Imports 
of raw materials show an increase of 2,700 million frs., and 
exports of manufactured articles an increase of close upon 
3,000 million frs. 

For the first quarter of the year the visible exchanges 
exhibit a favourable balance of 748 million frs., whéreas in 
the first quarter of 1923 there was an unfavourable balance 
of 394 million frs. The value of exports in March 
amounted to 4,354 million frs., the highest figure ever 
recorded. 

As regards weight, imports for the first three months of 
the year amounted to 13,150,628 tons, compared with 
12,069,610 tons in the first three months of 1923, an 
increase of 1,081,000 tons, and exports to 6,579,462 tons, 
against 6,207,186 tons, an increase of 379,282 tons. Imports 
of raw materials increased by 1,200,000 tons and exports of 
manufactured articles by 289,000 tons. 





PORTUGAL. 


TRADE OF THE CAPE VERDE ISLANDS IN 
1923. 


The British Vice-Consul at St. Vincent, in his Report 
on the Trade of the Cape Verde islands for the year: 1923, 
states that at the present time the only one of these 
Portuguese Colonial Possessions of real account com- 
mercially is the Island of St. Vincent, which, owing to 
its geographical position, is a coal and oil depot of: con- 
siderable importance to shipping. The cable and wireless 
stations, either already in existence or definitely projected, 
combine to render a point of supreme value in the-system 
of world communications, 

The Island of St. Vincent is almost barren, owing chiefly 
to lack of water; but the other islands of the archipelago, 
where the existence of the inhabitants depends almost 
exclusively on agriculture, produce a variety of crops, of 
which the most important are maize (the principal article 
of food among the natives), pulgheira seed, sugar cane 
(from which rough sugar and spirit, ‘‘Aguadente,’’ are 
made), coffee of excellent quality, and various’ kimds of 
fruit, notably oranges and bananas. The methods cf 
agriculture among the natives are of a very primntive 
kind; in <¢ffect, the only implement is the spade, and 
there is little doubt that the introduction of mddern 
methods would result in great injptovements, both in the

quality and the quantity of the crops. An experimental 
agricultural and cattle-raising station has been established 
at Praia, but the results, so far, appear to be small. 


FisHina INpDvUSsTRY. 


Fish of all kinds and of excellent quality abound 
through the archipelago, and form one of the main foods 
of the people. Various unsuccessful attempts have been 
made in the past to establish fish-curing stations in the 
islands, and in the latter part of 1923 a Portuguese 
company commenced operations on the Island of San 
Nicolau. The presence locally of plentiful supplies of 
salt, the nature of the climate, and the proximity of the 
important West African markets would appear to offer 
good prospects of success to an efficiently conducted 
enterprise. 

Loca INDUSTRIES. 


Salt is, or has been, produced in considerable quantities 
in three islands—Sai, Mayo, and Boa Vista. Of these 
the last two are now of small importance, but the Island of 
Sal has recently, for the first time for several years, been 
exporting considerable quantities of salt. The maximum 
annual production of the island from the pans now in 
existence may be put at from 40,000 to 50,000 tons, a 
quantity which could easily be absorbed in its entirety 
by the Congo, Gold Coast, and Nigeria. 

A rough native pottery industry has existed for many 
years in Boa Vista, and a factory was at one time erected 
there, but subsequently fell into disuse. A company has, 
however, recently been formed in Lisbon to revive the 
industry. 

A company has also been formed to instal a factory for 
the production of cement in the Island of Mayo; and in St. 
Vincent itself a refrigerator, built principally with a view 
to the supply of fresh meat and vegetables to shipping, 
will shortly be in operation. \ 

MuneRAL Deposits. 


The Island of Fogo contains valuable deposits of sulphur 
of exceptional purity, in addition to sulphate of soda, but 
these are at present almost unworked. 


Goops IN DEMAND. 


There would appear to be a demand in the islands for 
the following goods: Hand tools (carpenters’, masons’, and 
agricultural), ironmongery, metal house-fittings, locks, 
nails, screws, corrugated iron sheets, etc.; kitchen utensils, 
iron cooking pots, kettles, etc.; oil lamps, oil cooking 
stoves, enamelled ware (dishes, plates, mugs, basins, sauce- 
pans, etc.), aluminium saucepaxs and pans, cheap cutlery, 
spoons and forks, glass and crockery, earthenware plates 
and dishes, cups and saucers, glass tumblers, jugs, and 
lamp glasses; cheap watches and clocks, cotton materials 
of all kinds, towelling, socks, etc.; artificial silks, par- 
ticularly handkerchiefs for native women’s headgear, 
hesiery, etc.; haberdashery, canvas shoes, hats, and sun 
helmets; oils, ropes, canvas for sails, paints, fibre matting, 
etc.; bags (jute) for packing salt. 


FOREIGN TRADE. 


According to the Trade Statistics for the Cape Verde 
Islands, the total value of imports in 1923 was 43,510,716 
escudos, as compared with 39,002,924 esc. in 1922. The 
imports were made up as follows: Portuguese imports, 
4,428,084 esc.; imports for re-export 593,659 esc.; foreign 
imports, 11,745,767 esc.; coal, 23,376,177 esc.; and oil fuel, 
3,367,027 esc. 

The principal articles imported, apart from coal and 
fuel oil, are niaize, flour, tapioca, sugar, rice, olive oil, 
fat, soap, paraffin, earthenware, alcoholic beverages, and 
tinned foods. The commodities are principally imported 
from Portugal, the Portuguese African Colonies, Brazil, 
and North America. 

kxports during 1923 were valued at 395,604 esc., as 
compared with 680,035 esc. in the previous year, the 
principal commodities exported including pulgheira seed, 
coffee, hides, and salt. 





SWITZERLAND. 
AGRICULTURAL CONDITIONS IN 1923. 


In the course of his Report* on the Economic and 
Financial Conditions in Switzerland, the Secretary in 
Charge of Commercial Affairs at Berne states that the 
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potato crop in 1923 is estimated to have amounted 
to 633,900 tons, as against 675,500 tons in the 
previous year. Prices ruled rather higher than in 1999 
owing to less severe foreign competition. The cabbage and 
root crop varied greatly, but on an average it may be 
called a poor to moderate crop. 


CEREALS. 


There was little change in the area devoted to the 
cultivation of corn crops. Rather more winter wheat and 
rather less spring wheat and spelt were sown. The harvest 
was better than in 1922, both as regards grain and straw: 
it yielded, in fact, the most paying crops of the year, 


Fruit Crop. 


The total fruit crop did not amount to more than one. 
third of the record yield of 1922. The pear crop amounted 
to about 35 per cent. and apples to 20-25 per cent. of 
the previous year’s harvest. “Stone fruit and nuts were 
satisfactory. Prices and sales were favourable, and the 
fruit crop was almost entirely absorbed by the home 
market, such quantities as were exported being sent chiefly 
to Denmark and Germany. 


VINTAGE. 


Moderate results were reported from northern and 
eastern Switzerland and good ones from the west and 
scuth. The yield was some 300,000 hectolitres less than 
last year’s, but the 1922 harvest was far above the average. 
Quality was decidedly better in 1923, and prices, in German 
Switzerland, ruled 20-50 per cent. higher than for the last 
vear’s vintage, and were materially higher, too, in French 
Switzerland. 

Honry. 

The yield of honey was about the average for the last 
20 years, amounting to 13,000 quintals, but prices are 
rather lower than Jast year, owing to foreign competition. 


LIvE StToc.. 


. The live stock export markets experienced a trying time, 
owing to depreciated currencies in neighbouring countries, 
but some satisfactory consignments of ‘‘ Brown ’’ cattle 
were sent to Italy. The home market for utility cattle was 
less close, and stock farmers, on the whole, were fairly 
well satisfied. The pig market showed improvement, prices 
during September and October reaching 2°80 francs per 
kilog. live weight; the demand is sufficient, and the outlook 
for pig breeders is satisfactory. Lately an application has 
been received at the British Legation on behalf of a 
number of farmers who wish to import British stock to 
improve the local breed. 


Darry FARMING. 


The gaps made in dairy herds by the 1920-21 epidemic 
of foot-and-mouth disease are refilling, though the disease 
is by no means stamped out; 193 cases with 61 new 
infections were reported in December. The milk supply 
in October reached 90 per cent. of the pre-war figure. 
Milk prices rose from 24 centimes per litre (wholesale) in 
November, 1922, to 28 centimes in 1923. Cheese and con- 
densed milk found markets, the exports during the first 
three quarters of 1923 amounting to 14,763 tons of the 
former and 21,464 tons of the latter.

KIUKIANG. 

A substantial increase is recorded in the Customs figures 
for the total net value of the trade of Kiukiang in 1923. 
In the year 1922 the value was 44,091,309 Haikwan taels, 
whilst during the year under review they reached a total 
of 61,114,180 H. taels, which is more than 12 million 
H. taels higher than the previous record year of 1920. 

Considerable decreases are noted in the imports of 
white sugar and English grey shirtings and T cloths, but 
these are counterbalanced by large increases in the imports 
of refined sugar and Japanese grey shirtings. The import 
of kerosene oil increased by over 5} million gallons, and 
machinery and electrical fittings account for an increase of 
over 700,000 H. taels.

THE DEPARTMENT’S 


The trader who has at. his command a sure and prompt supply 
of information concerning possible developments in countries 
abroad, or any other specitic openings for Lritish trade, is in an 
immeasurably more favourable position for securing business 
than he who depends for his information upon publication of the 
news. The one receives a considerable start in the competitive 
race, while the other suffers a handicap which in very many 
cases practically nullifies his chances of securing the business. 

Information of this kind is reaching the Department of 
Overseas Trade in increasing volume from its commercial repre- 
sentatives, who are now stationed in every important market 
abroad. JBritish firms wishing to make sure of receiving 
information of interest to them should enrol themselves on the 
Special Register of the Department. 

Publicity is, of course, given in the “‘Board of Trade Journal’’ 
or in the trade press to many of the reports received by the 
Department. A great mass of the information coming to the 
Department cannot, however, be so treated because of its con- 
fidential or semi-confidential character. When a report relates 
to a specific opening for trade or to some other matter upon 
which it is desirable that British firms should have advance 
information, it is sent by means of the Special Register Service 
to all those firms to which it is tikely to be of interest. 

The Special Register comprises the names of British firms 
manufacturing or dealing in British goods. These firms are 
grouped and classified according to both the nature of the goods 
and the markets in which they are interested, thus facilitating 
the despatch of relative information and avoiding as far as 
possible the receipt of particulars which are of no interest to 
them. At the same time it is thought desirable to send the 
firms too much rather than too little so as to ensure that they 
get all the news which is of use to them. 

The fee for admission to the Special Register is £2 4s. 4d. 
per annum, and, in return for this subscription, the firms who 
have enrolled themselves not only get the ‘*‘ Board of Trade 
Journal’? every week, but they are assured of obtaining 
promptly, by means of the Special Register Series of confidential 
circulars, every report or item of news likely to concern them. 
Sometimes these reports contarn advance information which

subsequently becomes generally known. Frequently they cop. 
tain information which it is desired to keep confidential, SO that 
British firms may reap full benefit from it. 


VALUE OF INFORMATION RECEIVED. 


It is obviously impossible to measure in pounds, shillings and 
pence the value to British firms of the information thug 
received. In cases where business results, the actual value of 
the transaction in question may be great or small, but there is 
ample evidence that long-lasting and profitable business coy. 
nections frequently owe their inception to an initial transaction 
due to information received through this service. 

Were it desirable to do so, a large number of cases could be 
cited in which useful and valuable business has resulted from 
action taken by British firms on information sent to them 
through the Special Register Service. 


QUALIFICATION FOR MEMBERSHIP. 


Any United Kingdom firm engaged in the export trade sup- 
plying goods solely or mainly of United Kingdom production is 
eligible for admission to the Special Register. 

The Register is not open:to non-British traders. 

As stated above, the fee for admission to the Register is 
£2 4s. 6d. per annum, which includes the annual subscription to 
the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal.”’ 

Those British firms who desire their names to be included on 
the Special Register should communicate with the Comptroller.

GENERAL PROSPECTS OF THE FAIR.—IIL. 


Outlook for the Birmingham Section. 


Arrangements for the Birmingham Section of the 


Fair, which deals mainly with the heavier indus- 
tries, are so advanced that a record year in its 


history may be safely predicted. Many favourable 
cireumstances have combined to bring about this 
highly satisfactory result. 

All along, from the early stages of organisation, 
the applications for stand accommodation have been 
in higher ratio as compared with corresponding 
periods in previous years; in addition to this quicker 
letting of space, many firms, encouraged by the 
handsome returns which have rewarded their enter- 
prise in previous years, have now largely extended 
the area of their exhibits. 

There is, also, an increasing tendency on the part 
of manufacturers to utilise the Fair for broader 
purposes than the actual display of the goods they 
have to sell. This year, in particular, the stands 
will intimately reflect the activities and develop- 
ments that are taking place in the workshops which 
they represent ; they will be of a more elaborate 
character all round, and ereater efforts are being 
made by exhibitors as a whole to interest buyers 
in their organisations and methods of production. 
It is noticeable, too, that wherever practicable the 
Fair is to be made the occasion of introducing to 
the trades concerned new lines of manufacture and 
the latest improvements on former processes.

The Exhibition Buildings, substantial structures 
of brick, steel, and glass, are Magnificently adapted 
for the purpose. Having a floor area of 175,000 


square feet, they constitute the largest per- 
manent exhibition hall in the country. Sur- 
rounded by military roads which link directly 
with the main lLondon-Holyhead road, they 
are also situated on the London, Midland and 


Scottish main railway to Gloucester and Bristol 
on the south, and Birmingham, Derby, Sheffeld, 
Leeds, etc. to the north. Castle Bromwich Station 
adjoins the Fair Grounds, and a railway siding, 
equipped with all necessary lifting tackle, runs the 
whole length of the Exhibition Buildings, The 
immense aerodrome ground is approximately half- 
way between London and Manchester; arrange- 
ments are now being made for frequent air services 
to and from the Exhibition and a number of 
Important centres. 


Quick Transport.

Export TRADE. 


The principal increases in the exports from Kiukiang 
tobacco leaf, and camphor. As a result of 
the good rice crop, coupled with the large demands for 
nilitary purposes, the 1922 increase of 100,000 piculs has 
this year been surpassed by an increase of close on one 
million picals. 

The output of black tea, which rose from 6,642 piculs 
in 1921 to 33,050 piculs in 1922, increased last year to 
gl,557 piculs, and Kiukiang is now probably sevond only 
+) Hankow in the export of black tea. Exports of green 
tea increased some 7,000 piculs, but tea leaf again declined. 

An increase of over 20,000 piculs has been recorded in 
the export of tobacco leat, and Kiangsi is now the leading 
tobacco-producing province. 

Exports of camphor reached the record figure of 9,907 
iculs, valued at approximately one million H. taels, but 
unless Vigorous measures are at once taken to make good 
the present wastage of trees the camphor trade is bound 
io suffer extinction. 

The principal decrease in the exports are ramie, indigo, 
and cotton. The ramie fibre exported is mostly Hupeh 
grown; that grown in Kiangsi is mostly distributed to 
the local grass cloth dealers. It is to be noted that 
Hankow is gradually taking away the ramie export 
revenue from Kiukiang, but the latter is a long way in 
front of all other ports in the export figures of grass cloth. 

Exports of indigo have now dropped to just over 8,000 
piculs. In 19138 they were a little over 7,000 piculs, 
in 1917 they had risen to above 83,000 piculs, and now, 
owing to the arrival of German dyes, the trade has dropped 
back to the place it held before the war. It was hoped 
that the cultivation of cotton would gradually take the 
place of indigo, but a drop of 13,000 piculs in the export 
figures would seem to indicate that this venture was not 
particularly successful. 


INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT. 


The delivery of all the machinery for the Chin Hsing 
cotton mill is now completed, but it is stated that further 
capital will have to be raised before work can be 
commenced, 

A scheme is on foot to provide the concession with a 
waterworks, electric light, and ice plant, to be run-as a 
municipal undertaking. It is hoped to be able to place 
the matter before a meeting of the ratepayers at an 
early date. The plans have been drawn up and estimates 
obtained, and the Council propose to apply for power to 
issue debentures to cover the cost of the undertaking. 

The Nan-Hsun Railway's new iron bridge over the Siao 
River near Kien Chang was completed in December last, 
and is now in use. It is of the bowstring truss type, with 
six spans, each span being 200 feet long. 

A new bridge has been built over the creek to connect 
Hsin Pin Chow, the model settlement near the railway 
station, with the Kuling road. 
| The city wall is to be removed, and its demolition has 
already commenced. When the work is finally completed 
another road will be constructed which will at some future 
date be connected with the Kuling road. 
| A scheme is also under consideration to build a motor 
toad up, the Kuling Mountain, and it is stated that a 
company has been formed with sufficient capital to start 
operations, 





UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 
TRADE OUTLOOK. 


At the moment sentiment may fairly be characterised as 
ole of depressed uncertainty, states the National Bank 
of Commerce in New York. This has been the case a 
lumber of times in the past two years, but at no time have 
the unfavourable expectations been realised. 

The fact is that the actual volume of business being 
done is substantial and healthy. Car loadings, both of 
merchandise and of all commodities, while recently a little 
wer than last year, do not present an unfavourable 
©mparison. Building activity continugs at a high level. 
The steel output in March established .a.new daily record. 
Copper shipments were considerably in excess of produc- 
tion, and likewise established a record. Automobile output 
it March was somewhat above the February figure, and 
“onstituted a new record for that month. April production 
has been at a high level 








IMPERIAL AND FOREIGN TRADE—Continued. 








Retail trade the country over has felt the adverse effects 
of unseasonable weather, while a late Easter has likewise 
tended to delay buying. When these factors are taken 
into account, trade has compared not unfavourably with 
the volume of buying of last year. For the country as a 
whole retail trade is in fair volume, and will probably 
improve with the season, but the prospect is for a con- 
tinuation of careful buying, with concessions to the public 
demand for reasonable prices and with intensive efforts 
to maintain the volume of sales. 

All sections of the textile industry are feeling the effects 
of this attitude on the part of the public. Manufacturers 
are pinched between high-priced materials, high costs, and 
short time operation, on one hand, and refusal of con- 
sumers to buy at compensating prices, on the other. 

Apart from the textile industries, manufacturing activity 
generally is at approximately a normal rate. There is 
full employment, wages are high, and as long as this 
condition continues there can be no question as to the 
high purchasing power of that section of the buying public 
which is dependent on wages and salaries. As unsatis- 
factory as is the position of farmers engaged in the 
production of many staple crops, the agricultural situation 
as a whole is better than a year ago. From now on pros- 
pects for the coming season will be a factor of steadily 
increasing importance in the business outlook. The con- 
dition of winter wheat—83 per cent. of normal on Ist 
April, as against 75 per cent. a year ago—augurs well for 
this crop, but early estimates are frequently subject to 
much revision as the season advances. 

In view of the facts, the general feeling of uncertainty 
and depression is somewhat difficult to explain. In part 
it is doubtless a reaction from the rather general expecta- 
tion of several months ago of boom business this spring. 
There was no reasonable ground for that expectation. A 
good many industries in the United States have a capacity 
greater than the home market will absorb. Foreign 
demand has not provided a market for the surplus, and 
is not likely to do so. In most lines, consequently, a fair 
volume and not capacity output is all that can reasonably 
be expected.

COMMERCIAL TREATY: EXCHANGE OF 
RATIFICATIONS. 

With reference to the Notice which appeared in the 
‘* Journal ’’’ of 2nd November, 1922 (page 495), reporting 
the signature on 3lst October of that year of a Commercial 
Treaty between this country and Spain, the Board of Trade 
learns from the Foreign Office that the ratifications of the 
Treaty were exchanged at Madrid on 28rd April. 


The Treaty came into force, however, as a modus vivendi 
pending ratification, on 6th November, 1922. The full text 
was published in the ‘‘ Journal ’’ of 9th November, 1922 
(pages 528-533). 





FRANCE—ITALY. 





CONVENTION RESPECTING THE TRADE IN 
SILKWORMS’ EGGS. 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel’’ of 19th April contains 
the text of a Convention, signed on 10th April, between 
France and Italy, to regulate the trade in silkworms’ eggs 
between the two countries. 


The Convention came into force on the date of its 
signature, and is to remain in operation until 30th April, 
1925, but will be tacitly prolonged after that date, subject 
to six months’ notice of denunciation. 


This arrangement replaces the former Convention of 
27th August, 1920, and provides, inter alia, for the duty- 
free importation of French silkworms’ eggs into Italy 
under certain conditions.

CHINA. 








SOUTH MANCHURIAN RAILWAY WORKS 
PROJECTS. 


According to the President of the South Manchurian 
Railway Company, the sum of about 45 million yen will 
be available for various enterprises during the fiscal year 
1924-25 (not 1923-24 as previously stated). This amount, 
which compares with 26,500,000 yen for 1923-24, 
has been allocated as follows: Railways, 15 million 
yen; harbours, 3,500,000 yen; mines, 3 million yen; 
ironworks, 7,500,000 yen; electrical undertakings, 3 million 
yen; gasworks, 1,200,000 yen; hotels, 1,500,000 yen; local 
administration, 8,600,000 yen; and miscellaneous work, 
2,200,000 yen. Details respecting these various items were 
given in the ‘‘ Journal’ of 24th January (page 119). 





THE PORT OF HOTHOW (KIUNGCHOW). 


The following extracts have been made from a Report 
on the Treaty Port of Hoihow (Kiungchow) in 1923, for- 
warded by H.M. Consul at Kiungchow :— 


Conditions, on the whole, were slightly better in 1923 
than in the previous year, as steamer communication was 
uninterrupted throughout, and Kiungchow, with Hoihow, 
its: port, was free from incursions of brigands and soldiers. 

As regards shipping, the American flag disappeared from 
these waters, being replaced by the Chilean, adopted by 
Chinese vessels as a protection against seizure by their 
own military authorities. British shipping increased by 
80,000 tons, and French by 35,000 tons, but Norwegian 
decreased by 12,000 tons during the year. 

British shipping lines combined to run a regular service 
of emigrant steamers to Singapore and Bangkok, and 
succeeded in cutting out other flags. In 1923 thirty-nine 
British emigrant ships carried 20,598 emigrants (=19,085 
adults) from Hoihow to the above ports, an increase of 
over 5,000 fares on 1922. 

Harbour conditions have not improved, except for a 
slight natural deepening of the anchorage, which permits 
of steamers lying closer in. As none of the leading marks 
appear in the charts, it is only regular ships that venture 
within five miles of the landing. Lighters’ frequently have 
to lie outside for the greater part of the day or night 
before they can get enough water to take them to the 
Custom House with imported goods. In case of export 
of ‘live steck the difficulties may be imagined. 

Even if properly charted and well lighted, the natural 
diffeulties of the Hainan Straits would make them 
dangerous. But it seems to be the rule‘ to: regard Kiung- 
chow as the Cinderella of the China ports, and it is 
seldom that any attempt is made to increase: facilities for 
local -shipping. It is umdersteod, however, that the 
Customs, at the instance of the. French authorities of

under Inland Waters Certificate. 


Roap -TRANSPORT. 


A certain amount of road construction was carried éyt 
in the east of the island, and more is projected. On ‘the 
twenty miles of road made between Kachek and the 
Dingan River motor buses of the Ford type are already 
running, and cheap motor trucks or lorries are being 
enquired for—unfortunately, far below British prices. 
Several Ford cars, owned by a local motor company, plied 
for hire on the three miles of road between Hoihow ‘and 
Kiungchow, the company having to maintain the road, 
Another road is projected between Kiungchow and 
Wench’ang (Vun Sio), the home of the Chinese emigrants 
to Singapore, who are more progressive than the rest of 
the inhabitants.

According to the Annual Report of the Stockholm 
Harbour Board for the year 1923, there, was a considerable 
growth in the volume of shipping, due principally to 
increased imports from abroad. 

The quantity of goods discharged at the Customs 
Harbour totalled 1,254,000 tons from Swedish ports 
(1,204,000 tons in 1922) and 1,329,000 tons from abroad 
(1,086,000 tons in 1922). Goods shipped from the Customs 
harbour to foreign’ ports:amounted to 259,000 tons, against 
262,000 tons last year. The volume of trade at the fre 
harbour reached about 70,000 tons inwards.and 25,300 tons 
outwards to destinations abroad. 

The increase in shipping using the port which took place 
during the last few months of 1922 continued in 192. 
The folowing table shows the development in shippmg 
during the past four years :—

SWITZERLAND. 
TRON, MANGANESE, AND SALT 
PRODUCTION. 
The Secretary in Charge of Commercial Affairs at 
Berne states, in his Report* on Economic and 
Financial Conditions in Switzerland, that the only 


iron and manganese deposits which are being worked at 
present are those of the Délémont district, which yield 
pisolithic iron, and of the Gonzen district (Canton St. 
Gall) where hematite (red iron) and manganese are 
extracted. The latter deposits are the most important, 
and are worked by a limited liability company, with a 


capital of 2} million francs, and which started its activities 
in 1921. The daily production of ore is now given as 250 


tens. During the company’s first year of activity 28,000 
tons of ore were extracted, and this amount was increased 
to 46,870 tons during the year 1922-23. The conditions 
prevailing at present in the Gonzen district are satis- 
factory, and the products of the mine command a ready 
market. It is proposed to treat the ore on the spot, 
instead of exporting it for treatment as heretofore. The 
conditions of extraction are fairly favourable, and the 
metal obtained is of good quality. The hematite ore con- 
tains from 60 to 65 per cent. of red iron, whilst manganese 
ore yields approximately 43 per cent. of metal. According 
to the latest computations, the supply of unwashed ore is 
estimated at 2°2 million tons. In October last the company 
employed 250 workmen. 

The pisolithic iron deposits of the Délémont district are 
beitig exploited, and, although the metal obtained is of 
good quality, the conditions of work are unfavourable and 
costly, the deposits being of marked irregularity in their 
formation and richness. The peas contain approximately 
44 per cent. and the unwashed ore 31 per cent. of iron. 
The average yield of washed ore is estimated at 350,000

tons per square kilometre (0-386 square mile), and the 
total supply available at 2°52 million tons. A tax of 40 
centimes per ton of washed ore is levied by the Bernese 
Cantonal Government. 

A proposal was put forward in May, 1923, for the 
formation of a company which would work the magnetite 
mine of the Mont-Chemin above Martigny (Canton Valais), 
the ore there being rich in iron. “No decision has been 
reached, although the State Council of the Canton Valais 
has expressed its willingness to support any initiative 
for the exploitation of any deposits in that Canton. 


SALT. 


The total quantity of salt extracted in Switzerland in 
1922 amounted to 64,286 tons, the salt mine at Bex (Canton 
Vaud) supplying 1,765 tons, and the Schweizerhalle 
(Canton Basle), Rheinfelden, and Rybourg (Canton 
Argovie) mines the remaining 62,521 tons.

Warsaw. 


The production of the chief minerals in 1923, 1.€., coal, 
pig iron, cast iron, ingot iron, and ingot steel, manufac- 
tured products of rolling mills, accessories, and spare parts, 
sulphuric acid, and zinc compare favourably with the 
production in 1922. There was a smaller production of 
zinc sulphide and semi-manufactured products of rolling 
mills, whilst the production of the other articles remained 
practically on the 1922 level. Compared with 1913, there 
has been a considerable falling off in the production, but 
there has been a steady improvement since 1921, in spite 

- of the partition of the district.

TEXT OF BUDGET RESOLUTIONS: 
CHANGES IN CUSTOMS TARIFF AND 
SALES TAX. 


Memo. No. 45, dated 10th April, 1924, issued by the 
Canadian Department of Customs and Excise, contains the 
text of the Budget Resolutions introduced into the 
Canadian Parliament on 10th April, 1924. The changes in 
the Customs Tariff provided for in the Resolutions are 
operative on and after llth April, 1924, and the reductions 
and exemptions in respect of the Sales Tax are also 
operative from the same date, with the exception of 
Resolution No. 3 relating to the Sales Tax, which comes 
into operation on Ist July, 1924. The changes in the 
Customs Tariff consist chiefly of reductions in the rates 
of duty on farm, dairying, mining, and _ lumbering 
machinery, with provision for the free entry of materials 
to be used in the manufacture of such goods. 

The general rate of the Sales Tax has been reduced by 
the Resolutions from six to five per cent., whilst on boots 
and shoes, including rubber footwear, biscuits of all kinds, 
canned vegetables and tomatoes, tinned fruit, jellies, jams, 
preserves, and condensed mince meats, the rate of the 
Sales Tax is reduced to one-half of the general rate.

The text of the Budget Resolutions is as follows:—

3. Resolved, That it is expedient to amend The Special War 
Revenue Act, 1915, and amending Acts, as follows, that is to say :— 


(a) By repealing subsection three of section nineteen BBB of the 
said Act and substituting therefor a new subsection three 
providing that if at any time it appears to the Minister of 
Customs and Excise that payment of the consumption or sales 
tax is being evaded by a licensed manufacturer or producer or 
licensed wholesaler or jobber the Minister may require that 
the consumption or sales tax shall be imposed, levied and 
collected on any material specified by the Minister-sold to any 
licensed manufacturer or producer or licensed wholesaler or 
jobber or to any class of licensed manufacturers or producers 
or licensed wholesalers or jobbers specified by the Minister, at 
the time of sale of such material. when produced or manu- 
factured in Canada, or at the time.of entry for consumption by 
such manufacturer or producer or licensed wholesaler or 
jobber when such material is imported, subject to deduction 
thereafter on submission by the licensed manufacturer or 
producer or licensed wholesaler or jobber of proof that such 
material has been used in the manufacture of an article which 
is subject to the consumption or sales tax and on which the 
said tax has been paid. 


(6) By repealing subsection five of said section nineteen BBB. 


(c) By striking out subsection six of said section nineteen BBB an 2 
substituting therefor the following :— 

(6) Subject to the provisions of subsection three of this 
section, every manufacturer or producer shall take out an 
annual license for the purpose aforesaid, and the Minister may 
prescribe a fee therefor, not exceeding two dollars, and the 
penalty for neglect shail be a sum not exceeding one thousand 
dollars. Provided that the Minister may direct that any class 
of small manufacturer or producer selling his product exclusively 
by,retail shall be exempt from payment of consumption or 
sales tax on goods manufactured or produced by him and 
persens so. exempted shall not be given a license. Such 
exemption may be withdrawn by the Minister.”’ 


4. Resolved, That any enactment founded on the’ foregoing 
resolutions numbers one and two shall be deemed to have come into 
force-on the eleventh day of April, One thousand nine hundred and 
twenty-four, and to have applied to all goods mentioned in the fore- 
going resolutions imported or taken out of warehouse for con- 
sumption on and after that day, and to have applied to goods 
previously imported for which no entry for consumption was made 
before that day ; and that any enactment founded on the foregoing 
resolution number three shall come into force on the first day of 
July, One thousand nine hundred and- twenty-four.

NOTICE TO EXPORTERS: DUMPING DUTY: 
REPEAL OF EXEMPTION ALLOWANCE. 


Circular No. 321 C., dated 8th April, 1924, which has 
been issued by the Canadian Commissioner of Customs and 
Excise, repeals, as from 15th April, 1924, the Regulation 
of Ist September, 1914, which accorded the exemption 
allowance of 5 per cent. in determining whether goods are 
liable to Dumping Duty on importation into Canada. 

The text of the Regulation which is now repealed is as 
follows : — 

‘‘ Special Duty (or Dumping Duty) is not to apply 
when the difference between the fair market value and 
the selling price of the goods to the importer in Canada 
does not exceed 5 per cent. of their fair market value.”’ 


On and after 15th April, 1924, Special or Dumping Duty 
will, therefore, be applied, without exemption allowance, 
uuder the provisions of the Canadian Customs Tariff Aci, 
except in respect of goods bona fide purchased before 15th 
April, 1924, provided such goods are entered for consump- 
tion on or befere Ist June, 1924. 

The Regulation providing that Special or Dumping Duty 
is not to apply on account of any advance in the market 
value of goods between the time of their purchase by the 
importer and the date of their exportation to Canada is 
not affected by the present Circular, 





IRISH FREE STATE, 
BUDGET PROPOSALS. 


The following statement shows in summary form the

(e) Boots and shoes and other footwear, inciuding shaped 
soles, heels, and uppers.—The imposition of. ap 
import. duty of 15 per cent. ad valorem, with effec, 
from 12th May, 1924. 

({) Bottles of glass, empty (coloured green or black) 
The imposition of an import duty of 331 per cent, 
ad valorem, with effect from 12th May, 1924, 

(g) Soap, soap substitutes and powders.—The impesition 
of an import duty of 10 per cent. ad valorem, with 
effect from Ist July, 1924. 

(h) Candles.—The imposition of an import duty of 10 
per cent. ad valorem, with effect from Ist July, 192%. 

(t?) Unmanufactured tobacco.—The removal of the prefer. 
ence hitherto accorded to unmanufactured tobace 
imported from. countries (including the United 
Kingdom) entitled to the Preferential Tariff under 
the Customs Tariff of the Lrish Free State. 

(j) Motor-cars.—The removal of the provision exempting 
from the payment of import duty motor-cars cop- 
structed and adapted for use and intended to. be 
used solely as motor omnibuses or in connection 
with the conveyance of goods in the course of trade, 
and any bodies or component parts of bodies for 
such cars imported on and after Ist July, 1924; 
provided that, where it is shown to the satisfaction 
of the Revenue Commissioners that any car imported 
on and after that date, and on which duty has been 


in connection with the conveyance of goods in the 
course of trade, the Revenue Commissioners may, 
subject to such conditions as they may think fit to 
impose, repay such proportion of the Customs duty 
paid on such motor-cars as they shall determine to 
have been paid in respect of the chassis and 
accessories (if any) of such car. 





SUDAN. 
IMPORT DUTY ON REFINED SUGAR. 


Ordinance No. 6 of 1924, which came into force on 19th 
April, 1924, imposes a Customs duty of 10 per cent. ad 
valorem on refined sugar imported into the Sudan, in lieu 
of the import duty previously in force. 








CONSUMPTION AND EXCISE DUTIES. 


The Excise and Consumption Duties Ordinance, 19%,

POLAND. 


EXPORT TAX ON HARE AND RABBIT 
SKINS. 


An Order published in the Polish ‘‘ Journal of Laws ”’ 
for 10th April provides for the levy of an export tax 
amounting to 60 per cent. of the profit derived from the 
export from Poland of hare and rabbit skins, undressed 
and untanned. 

This Order came into force on the day of its publication, 
and will apply to transactions concluded after 30th 
November, 1923. 








PORTUGAL (SAN THOME AND PRINCIPE) 


EXPORT DUTIES MODIFIED. 


H.M. Consul-General at Loanda reported, in the latter 
part of last year, that the levy of duties on a specific 
basis on goods exported from the Colony of San Thomé 
and Principe had been discontinued and replaced, as a 
temporary measure, pending approval by the Portuguese 
Government, by a system of ad valorem duties. These 
duties have, however, not been approved in their entirety,

In virtue of Decisions of 28th March, issued by the 
Roumanian Council of Ministers, linseed and hemp seed, 
oaken barrels, completely closed, of a capacity of not more 
than 200 litres, and grafted wines from Transylvania may 
be exported from Roumania upon payment of the export 
taxes applicable. In the case of vines, an advice from the 
Ministry of Agriculture is also required.
